The wind coming from the 
northeast drove great volumes of water from 
Lake Pontchatrain up the navigation canals, 
breaking the levees and noone a district 
fully ten miles in area. 

The lower floors of thousands of residences 
and stores have been covered with water all 
day, and in one street the rush of water was

All traffic has been suspended in the sub- 
merged district, and cannot be resumed until 
the breaks in the levees are repaired,and the 
water pumped back into the lake by the 
drainage machines.

Vessels Lost Off Delta. 

‘The greatest fears are entertained for the 
safety of the people living at Port Eads, 
which is at the mouth of the Mississippi 
River, and for the ships that started for 

sea just before the storm began. The wires 
rg Port Eads have heen prostrated since 
Tuesday night. 

A refugee from Port Eads who is at Buras, 
sixty miles down the river, déscribes the 
storm as a tidal wave, similar to the one 
which resulted in such awful loss of life in 
1893. He says all the people living on the 
east bank of the river have moved up to the 
“jump,” which is fifteen miles from the 
mouth of the river. The house of a man 
named Cobden was swept away, and the 
fifteen members of the family, including nine 
children, were drowned. The quarantine 
buildings were badly damaged. The big tow- 
boat Chamberlain was driven high and dry 
in the marsh, but its crew is safe. The gov- 
ernment boat General Reese is believed to 
have been lost. 

Captain O’Brien’s house was swept away, 
but he was on the boat which was believed 
to be outside. The pile driver at Port Eads 
was sunk. The steamboat Buras was driven 
ashore near the lighthouse. 


Think Twenty Are Drowned. — 

The tugboat Velasco went down to Pass 
L’/Outre, which is the eastern mouth of the 
river, with two barges. When last seen its 
decks were awash, and it is believed to have 
gone down and twenty people drowned. | 
+ All the steamers which started for the sea 
on Tuesday remained inside the passes unti! 
Wednesday evening, and then went out safe- 
ly, among the number being the Crowell 
liner Prateus and the British transport Me- 
chanician; which was dynamited while in 
port a few days ago. Not a single vessel has 
passed up the‘river since the storm began,

He gets 12 cents a 
mile for the first 200 miles traveled, 10 cents 
a mile for the next 300 miles, 8 cents a mile 
for the next 500, and then 5 cents a mile for 
every mile over 1,000. Well, it’s counted 900 
miles to New York. Just figure that up! 
You'll find $86 on mileage down there and 
self.

MORGAN’S CO-OPERATIVE PLAN. 


Will Set Aside Several Millions of Steel 
‘Stock to Be Purchased at Inside 
Figures by Employes. : 


New York, Aug. 15.—J, Pierpont Morgan 
has planned the greatest labor union of the 
age, a union of labor and labor’s ally—capital. 
According to his plams stock of the United 
States Steel corporation valued at several 
millions of dollars at par has been set aside 
for the purchase at inside figures by the 
165,000 men employed by the companies that 
make up the great steel trust, : 

The plan was conceived before the strike 
was thought of, and then it was expected 
that it might be put in operation in two 


‘years. It required time to formulate the de- 
tails of such a tremendous undertaking. For 


this reason announcement was withheld. 

At a recent conference, however, be- 
tween the Executive board of the Amaiga- 
mated association and Charles M. Schwab, 
the President of the United States Steel cor- 


- poration, it came out that Schwab, under the 


direction of Morgan, had formulated a profit- 
sharing scheme whereby it was proposed to 
make every employé of the steel corporation 
a codperator in the business. 3 

The plan contemplated by the steel corpora- 
tion is nothing more than a high develop- 
ment of the scheme that has prevailed tn the 
Carnegie plants since 1892. After studying 
the success attained by Carnegie-it is said 
that Morgan and his associates in the man- 
/ agement of the steel corporation determined 
| that it would be wise to extend the scheme.

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 15.—[Special.]— 
Thirty tons of nitrogelatine were exploded | 
under Arch frock, in San Francisco bay, 
twelve minutes after noon today, and thou- 
sands .of spectators on shore three miles 
away witnessed the spectacle, the greatest 
of its kind since the destruction of Hell Gate: 
in 1878. 

Two acres of solid rock were Mfted 800 
feet into the air by the mighty force of the 
explosien, and when the maelétrom of foam 
y and swirling waters had subsided Arch rock, 
always a meétiace to the lives of men.and 
ships, had disappeared from view forever. 

As an engineering: feat it is believed the 
destruction of Arch rock has been successful, 
although the full measure of success cannot 
be ascertained until tomorrow. 

But as a spectacle the annihilation of the 
rock was a satisfying one. The thousands of 
persons who lined the shore three milés 
away, expected a heavy shock, a sudden up- 
heaval of rock and sea, and a tremendous 
concilssion which might possibly throw them 
from their feet. 


Comes Without Signal: 
it wag not in this way that-theforce-of 
the explesion was to lilustrate its intensity.” 
‘The crowds expected the explosion at noon, 
and as the minutes slowly drifted past the 
hour every eye was riveted on Arch rock; 
plainly in view out in the bay. Twelve min- 
utes paseed, and then with no premonitory 
signal or shock, the smooth green waters of 
the bay began to rise. 
There were shouts. of wonder, 
when an instant later a gréat bulk 
of milky white foam—surrounding the pyra- 
midal base of Arch rock for several hundred 
feet in all directions—began to climb slow!y 
into the air, completely hiding the rock.

It took many months of work, with spe- 
clally irivented tools to drifl and cross drill 
the thousands of holes in the base of Arch 
rock, but the culmination lasted only a 
minute, perhaps two. The explosion is said 
to. be the greatest blast ever set off in this. 
country. ,The blowing up of Hell Gaté, in the. 
harbor of New York, in 1878; consumed a 
greater quantity of powder, but it was block 
powder, which did not have the destructive’

 GLAIMS OF DEPORTED AMERICANS. 

Several American citizens who were liv- 
ing in the Transvaal when war broke 
out haye submitted claims to the south 
African Compensation commission now 
sitting in London. ‘They ask for damages 
on the ground that they were arrested and 
shipped out of the country without just 
cause. The reason given for deporting nine 
of them was that they were mixed up in 
‘the plot against Lord Roberts, which, it 
‘is said, was got up by the Boers soon 
after the occupation of Pretoria by his 
forces. These claimants deny being con- | 
eerned in any plot. | 
- ‘Their government is, most properly, look- 
ing after their interests. It has engaged 
counsel to represent them and through that 
counsel has notified the commission that 
the United States denied the right of de- 
portation either in time of peace or of war 
unless there is evidence of a breach of 
‘law or of hostility to the government, and 
that it expects the fullest consideration will 
be given to the demands of its citizens who 
have been improperly arrested and deported. 
This is asked for not as an “ act of grace” 
but as a matter of right.-

But these are the exceptions which prove 
the rule that thé engineer who sticks strictly 
to his profession and does not leave tt for 
the attractions of outside fleshpots is not 
Mkely to accumulate anything vast 
fortune. There are sald to be not than 
six practicing engineers in the United States 
whose earnings from their profession amount 
to as much as $50,000 a year.: At least one 
of the six is a resident of C :
